ABUSE OF POWER AND OBSTRUCTION OF CONGRESS 
ARTICLES ARE APPROVED IN PARTY-LINE VOTE

he House of Representatives on Wednesday im- 
peached President Donald Trump for abuse of 
power and obstruction of Congress, making him 
the third president in history to be charged with 
committing high crimes and misdemeanors and 
face removal by the Senate. 

On a day of constitutional consequence and rag- 
ing partisan tension, the votes on the two articles of impeach- 
ment fell largely along party lines, after a bitter debate that 
stretched all day and into the evening, reflecting the deep 
polarization gripping American politics in the Trump era. 

All but two Democrats supported the article on abuse of 
power, which accused Trump of corruptly using the levers 
of government to solicit election assistance from Ukraine in 
the form of investigations to discredit his Democratic politi- 
cal rivals. Republicans were united in opposition. It passed 
230-197, with Speaker Nancy Pelosi gaveling the vote to a 
close from the House rostrum. 

On the second charge, obstruction of Congress, a third 
Democrat joined Republicans in opposition. The vote was 
229-198. 

The impeachment votes set the stage for a historic trial

Gabbard, Case part ways 
on impeachment vote

Hawaii’s two members of the U.S. House of Representa- 
tives diverged in Wednesday’s historic vote to impeach 
President Donald Trump for abuse of power and obstruc- 
tion of Congress. 

U.S. Rep. Ed Case joined his Democratic colleagues who 
overwhelmingly voted in favor of the two articles of im- 
peachment, while U.S. Rep. Tulsi Gabbard abstained from 
voting. She registered instead as being “present.” 

The vote to impeach Trump was almost strictly along 
party lines. Only three Democrats broke party ranks to vote 
against at least one of the impeachment articles, while 
Republicans voted unanimously against impeachment 

Trump is the third president in history to be impeached. 
It will now fall to the Republican-controlled Senate to decide
